AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TRUSTEES OF THE FOURTH 
BAPTIST CHURCH IN PROVIDENCE. 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows -

a corporation by the name of the Trustees of the Fourth 
Baptist Church in Providence, for the purpose of maintain- 
ing public worship and of supporting and promulgating the 
Christian religion, according to the rites and usages of the 
churches constituting the Providence Baptist Association, with 
all the duties and liabilities set forth in Chapter 139 of the 
General Statutes, and in any acts in amendment thereof or 
in addition thereto. | ,

HISTORICAL SKETCH, 


—_—j—. 


THE great revival of 1820 that quickened religious interest 
throughout the town of Providence left a memorial in the 
Fourth Baptist Church. During the previous year meetings 
had been held in a hal] on the west side of Charles street, 
near Stevens street, and almost immediately such an interest 
was awakened that a more convenient place was required. 
A hall, connected with the house of Mr. Samuel Metcalf on 
the east side of North Main street, near Star street, was se- 
cured, and steps wefe at once taken to purchase a lot and 
erect a house ‘‘ for the worship of Almighty God.” 

The Fourth Baptist Society was organized and chartered 
in 1820, and our present lot, then a rough, broken pasture, 
with a clump of trees where the house now stands, was pur- 
chased. The building was completed in 1822. It was ‘‘a 
wooden structure, 47x67 feet on the ground, and containing 
sixty-eight pews, with a projection 13x30 feet supporting the 
steeple, which was ninety feet in height, and furnished with 
a good bell; a well-proportioned building, both inside and 
ou’, being an ornament to that part of Providence, and 
doing honor to the persons who planned and carried the pro- 
Ject into execution.” The dedication sermon was preached 
hy Dr. Gano, of the First Baptist Church. 

The church was organized July 5, 1822, by thirty-two 
members from the ‘‘ First General Baptist Church” in 
Kniehtsville, Cranston, and held Arminian and open commu- 
nion sentiments. Rev. Abner Jones, a minister of the 
Christian or Unitarian Baptist body, was first invited to the 
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pastorate but declined, and.Rey. Zalmon Tobey, a Free Will 
Baptist minister, became the first pastor. A large, new 
element, in sympathy with the regular Baptist churches, Was . 
introduced into the church by accessions, during his tey 
years’ pastorate, of: fifty-four by baptism and twenty-three 
by letter. : : 

The Sunday-school was first organized, as nearly as can 
be ascertained, in April, 1823, by a society formed for that - 
purpose; with a membership of nine officers and teachers 
and ninety scholars. Until 1827 it was held only from April 
to October. 

Rev. Peter Simonson became the second pastor in 1834. 
His pastorate of only two years was marked by a change in 
the denominational attitude of the church, causing the only 
serious division of sentiment that has occurred among’ its 
members. This was the adoption, in June, 1835, of the 
present restricted form of the invitation to the Lord’s Supper, 
which was followed by the withdrawal of sixteen of its mem- 
bers, but the large additions by letter from other churches 
and a revival, which brought in twenty-nine by baptism, left 
the church, at the close ofeMr. Simonson’s pastorate, stronger 
than ever. Ina few years some of those who had withdrawn 
returned, and many others, since then, have been received 
from Free Will churches. During the pastorate of Rey. 
Thomas B. Ripley, 1837-40, twenty-four were received by 
baptism and twenty-two by letter. Tag 

In 1841-2, at the commencement of the pastorate of Rev. 
Francis Smith, occurred the first marked season of revival. 
which added ninety to the church, nearly doubling its num- 
ber. This pastorate continued until 1853. In an historical

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this church alone, the increase of population justified further 
enlargement of the house in 1874-5. The upper part was en- 
tirely remodelled without and within. Its width was increased 
by eighteen feet, a projection 14x42 feet was built at the east 
end, and the steeple wis enlarged and carried to the height. 
of 135 feet. The gallery at the west of the- audience room 
and the organ were removed, and a new and larger organ 
placed in the east projection. The pews were rebuilt in cir- 
cular form and increased to 136 in number, with a seating 
capacity of 700, and a baptistery put in. The audience 
room was newly furnished throughout, including the pulpit. 

The last memorable occasion for a special gathering in the 
old audience room was, very appropriately, the semi-centen- 
nial anniversary of the organization of the church, which 
was celebrated on the 9th of July, 1873. The exercises con- 
sisted of an historical discourse, a sketch of the Sunday- 
school, addresses and a collation. But one of the original 
members of the church, Dea. Luther Salisbury, remained to ~ 
be present on that occasion. 

The way having been prepared for an enlarged work of 
grace, by the faithful preaching and teaching of the Gospel 
from the pulpit and in the conference meetings and Sunday- 
school, for many years; and the house having been made 
ready for the accommodation of larger audiences, the Lord 
bestowed his blessing upon the work. For during the first 
year of the present pastorate, a year ever memorable for the 
great revival throughout the State, in connection with the - 
work of Mr. Moody and his helpers, this church welcomed 
into its membership 111, ninety-one of them by baptism. 
Eight hundred and seven persons have been connected 
with the church since its organization, 499 of whom were 


received by baptism. The number of members at this time, 
June 23, 1879, is 351,

Under 
the name of ‘* The Granger Bible Class,” and the lead of 
Mr. A. F. Pease, it is now thoroughly organized and pro- 
poses to hold quarterly social meetings for mutual acquaint- 
ance and improvement. Another adult class, calling itself 
‘The Berean Bible Class,” is fulfilling its share of this im- 
portant-work, under the instruction of Mrs. Smalley. 

The present form of our church covenant was adopted 
Dec. 27, 1878, superseding a covenant adopted April 9, 
1827, Although the church has, for many years, been 
agreed in supporting the doctrine of the regular Baptist de- 
homination, it was not until Jan. 24, 1879, that the New 
Hampshire Confession of Faith was adopted.
